That the Austro-Hungarian embassy 
had taken official cognigance of the bu- 
reay previously, however, is disclosed 
in the letter written by the ambassador 
to the Austro-Hungarian minister for 
foreign affaires which was found in the 
possession of James F. J. Archibald by 
the British authorities Aug. 30, 1915. 


AFTER AMMUNITION PLANTS. 
In this letter the ambassador stated: 
“It ie my impression that we can 


not entirely prevent, the manufacture of 
munitions in Bethlehem and the middle 


west, which, in the opinion of the Ger- 


man military attaché, is of importance 
and amply outweighs the comparatively 
small expenditure of money involved; 
but even if the strikes do not come off 
it is probable that we should extort, 
under pressure of circumstances, more 
favorable conditions of labor for our 
poor, downtrodden fellow countrymen. 
‘So far as German workmen are 
found in the skilled hands, means of 
leaving will he provided immediately for 
them.

We shall also join in, and the widest 
support is assured us.“

Several lines ot communication do- 
tween the German diplomatic service and 
the Irish revolutionary movement are 
indicated in the captured documents. 
John Devoy of New York City, now ed- 
itor of the Gaelic American, a violent 
anti-British paper, was one of the active 
agents of this connection. Significant 
entries appear here and there; refer- 
ences to messages from the German 
embassy at Washington and the Ger- 
man consulate at New York; mention 
of a secret code to be employed in com- 
municating with him and of a “ cipher 
Devoy ?: also a notation, the details 
of which remain undiscovered, concern- 
ing “communication re manufacture 
hand grenades.” ' 

Devoy it was who acted, for a time at 
least, as go-between for the German 
secret service dealings with Sir Roger 
Casement, executed by the British for 
treason. There are several references 
to money and messages for Sir Roger 
Casement, or, more briefly *' R. C.,“ and 
one record of a check for $1,000 for 
Casement, evidently handled by Devoy.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. _ 
2.—I want to move a cherry tree ftif- 
teen feet to make room for a garage. I 
bought the tree at a nursery three years 
ago; now about three inches in diameter. 
Will you tell me a safe way to do the 
job without injury to the tree?—H. B. 
Ans.—Saturate the soil around the 
tree with water and dig a narrow trench 
in a radius of three or four feet, making 
‘a circle six or eight feet in diameter, 
with the tree as the center. Dig deep 
enogygh to sever all lateral roots at that 
length. Pick up all the root ends there 
and lift them by picking out the soil 
between them, working toward the tree. 
Use all care do injure none of the fibrous 
feeding roots. 

When all are laid bare to such distance 
from the tree that the remaining earth 
ball will hold together firmly in moving, 
gather up the loose root ends and tie 


them in bunches to prevent unnecessary 


injury. Dig under the ball of soil and 
roots as far as possible. Then tie a 
rope some distance upon the stoutest 
limb, inserting pieces of old rubber hose 
or other soft material in the loop of the 
rope to prevent injury to the bark. In- 
sert a stone boat or other flat slide under 
the soil ball, as far as possible, and pull 
the tree over on it, by meane of the rope, 
to loosen the tap roots. With a sharp 
instrument cut off such as remain in 
the ground under the soll ball. 

Lose no time in skidding the tree over 
immediately to a hole of equal depth and 
diameter previously dug at the desired 
new location. Set it up at once, spread 
the roots without crossing them, cutting 
off clean such as are broken or seriously 
lacerated, and fill in with a good top 
soll. Use no manure unless it is com- 
posted to powder. Trample down to the 
general level and water thoroughly, If

Spread a four inch muleh of strawy 
manure over the entire root system and 
Jeave it on to be lightly worked into the 
soll in spring.

years after transplanting. Secure it 
with three ropes or wires as a protection 
against strong winds till the root system 
is again established. Water thoroughly 
once every ten days, four times in all, 
and then stop. Under no circumstances 
water between times, especially in heavy 
soll. 

Neither cherries nor any other stone 
frults require pruning to offset the 
shortening of roots. Only broken or 
crogsed branches should be pruned. . 

If the transplanting is carefully dene 
on a shady day it is not likely that the 
shock will be sufficient to prevent bloom- 
ing next year, though the tree will no 
bloom so profusely until again well es- 
tablished. Liquid manure once or twice 
a year and an annual winter mulch 
worked under in spring will insure large 
crops of cherries of superior quality.

These 
hatched and went through their various 
stages rapidly while undisturbed duging 
the heat of summer, spread to other d- 
stuffs, and now seem to infest the entire 
dwelling. The surest remedy is fumiga- 
tion with carbon bisulphide. It is now 
quoted wholesale at 31 cents per pound 
in five pound cans, or $7.25 in five gal- 
lon cans, for the low grade commercial 
product. { 

It is used in well sealed places at the 
rate of one pounds to each 1. 000 cubic 
feet of air space; in spaces incapable of 
perfect sealing, such as lofts and store- 
houses, as much as twenty pounds per 


1,000 cubic feet may be required. In 


apartment buildings the process is not 
to be advised, as the gas is penetrating 
and might easily find cracks at the junc- 
ture of floors and walls to permit its 
escape to adjoining flats. If the house 
stands apart and no part of it is m- 
habited, the treatment Is safe; for the 
escaping gas is quickly diffused in the 
open air. ; 3 

The peas in this case may be cleaned 
and saved; the prepared meal is best 
thrown awgy after destroying all insect 
life in it by bringing it to a temperature 
of 150 degrees F. or more In a bake oven.

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JUPITER. 
UPITER is the largest body which 
our sun holds to its course by the 
power of its attraction. It is not 
only the largest of the planets but 
in mass is greater than all the other 
members of the sun's family combined. 

In these late fall evenings it arises 
after the Pleiades and the Hyades, close 
to the Hyades and the star Aldebaran. 
As soon as it has arisen it dominates the 
sky, conspicuously the most brilliant 
light in the sky, conspicuous even when 
it encounters the moon. 

Jupiter’s diameter is eleven times that 
of the earth. The sun's diameter is ten 
times that of Jupiter. In comparison of 
surfaces Jupiter is 116 times that of the 
earth and the sun's is 100 umes that of 
Jupiters. 

The great blue white planet has one- 
sixth the weight of the sun and the force 
of gravity on Jupiter is about two and 
two-thirds times greater than on the 
earth.

According to the accepted theories of 
evolution the planets are in a process of 
cooling, small ones, like Mars and the 
moon, being cold, fairly large ones like

dead, while great semi-suns, like Jupiter 
and Saturn, are boiling and seething with 


he] hot vapors. The rapidity with which a 


planet loses its heat depends directly 
upon the thickness of its blanket of air. 


mosphere down until it is dense, thus 
preventing radiation, and causing the 
planet to resemble the sun much more 
than it does the earth in its character- 
istics. 

The markings on Jupiter are entirely 
atmospheric and change materially from 
week to wéek. The dark belts are cooler 
gases above, and the white places hot 
clouds rolling up from below. They 
might perhaps be likened to the succes- 
sion of clear and stormy skies on earth, 
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and two when passing inside.

Jupiter is the only planet which exhib- 
its atmospheric colors to any extent. 
The globe itself is pearly yellow, with 
belts across its face in blue and gray 
and white. Close examination reveals 
a great diversity of colors. The belts 
often show deep amethyst and purple in 
their centers and pink and salmon, and 
sometimes terra cotta, on their edges. 
In the light places there are frequently 
innumerable varieties of yellow, pale 
blue, and tan, while about the edges 
of the ball, where the sunlight strikes 
at a slanting angle, the colors fade to a 
uniform dusky gray. 

Jupiter has nine moons, of which four 
are described as of undoubted “ legiti- 
mate birth.” They came from the par- 
ent, from the planetary nebula. The 
other five, all small, are supposed to 
have been captured by the planet, three 
when passing Jupiter outside of his orbit 
The two 
presumably captured when passing in- 
side, all being asteroids, were forced 
into a course opposite to that followed 
by the other moons, and Jupiter pre- 
sents the spectacle of a parent with sat- 
ellites revolving some in one Dns 
and some in another.

PRO-GERMANS—WARUM? 

The Society of the Friends of the German Re- 
public (headquarters, 32 Union square, New York; 
organizing secretary, J. Koettgen) has issued a 
bulletin explaining why German-Americans 80 
often support the German imperial government. 
“There is a considerable number of German-Amer- 
icans who believe that Germany is not only a 
free country but that German political freedom 
can be worthily compared only to American polit- 
ical freedom. They must be excused; the ideas 
are not their own. Mostly totally ignorant of 
German constitutional facts and history, they 
have been the victims of a propaganda seeking 
to create in this country a split along racial lines. 
Their natural sympathy for their folks in the old 
country has been worked upon to such an extent 
that they have become blind to the most patent 
cases of oppression and arbitrariness in militaristic 
and autocratic Germany.” 

As an example of how German-Americans are 
being deceived, the bulletin cites a pamphlet pur- 
porting to be an analysis of the German constitu- 
tion as given by an unnamed lecturer in San 
Francisco. He begins by declaring that “ polit- 
ical and personal morality are two fundamentally 
different ideas.”

concludes, Germany is a free country. Phrases 
do not make freedom; the deed has created it.

At the time when Hindenburg was o vated by the 
kaiser to the chief command of the armies of the 
central powers, military experts in Paris, London, 
Rome, and Washington, acquainted with his record, 
were unanimous in declaring that as a generalissimo 
he was a terribly overrated man who had been able 
to succeede in the Mazurian lakes district, on Ger- 
many’s eastern frontier, in the early stages of 
the war, because of his unique knowledge of the 
region, to which he had devoted years of study, and 
also because the Russian troops opposed to him were 
wholly lacking in equipment, munitions, and guns. 
They argued that as a director in chief of the 
armies of the central powers on the western and 
southern fronts he would prove a failure. This has 


now proved to be the case. His armies in France 


and in Belgium are at present retiring east- 
ward instead of advahcing westward, and have 
been falling back ever since they have been under 
his control. Moreover, the serious reverses sustained 
during the last two weeks by the German and Aus- 
trian forces in Roumania at the hands of King 
Ferdinand's gallant troops, who have been fighting 
In the most heroic fashion, and that, too, suecess- 
fully, although subjected to every conceivable handi- 
cap, has still further damaged the field marshal's 
military fame. Then, too, his countrymen cannot 
forget or forgive his utterly reckless sacrifice of the 
lives of his soldiers, for which he has apparently no 
care. 
His supersession may be looked for at an early 
date, and while it would be preferable, from an 
allied point of view, that he should be kept in chief 
military command, now that he has shown his in- 
competency, there will be a certain satisfaction felt 
over his downfall when it is recMled that he was, 
next to Admiral von Tirpitz, the principal champion 
of.the policy of ruthless submarine warfare and of 
the sinking of enemy and neutral passenger shipping 
alike, without leaving any survivors to tell the tale.

In 1817 Lamington castle, and the extensive estates 
connected therewith, were inherited by Miss Mathilda 
Baillie. She married Admiral of the Fleet Sir John 
Cochrane, G. C. B., grandson of the eighth Earl of 
Dundonald, and the son born of this matrimonial 
alliance Assumed, on succeeding to the possession of 
Lamington castle and of the other estates of both 
his parents, their joint patronymics of Cochrane and 
Baillie as his family name. 
He was one of the warmest friends of Lord Bea- 
consfield, their intimacy dating from boyhood, and 
the story goes that when the two were lads at 
schoo) young Disraeli, who was then already in- 
dulging in dreams of future greatness, promised 
his fellow pupil Cochrane, “ When I am prime min- 
ister of England, Cockie, I will make you a peer.”

The name ©f the organization {s the 
Senior Service corps.

Qualifications: 

1. Over 45 years of age. 

2. Citizenship in United States of 
America. 

3. Simple physical examination. 

4. Willingness to devote an hour a day 
three days a week. 

A prospective member makes a written 
application. This is passed upon by the 
membership committee. If he is ac- 
cepted the applicant takes a physical 
examination and signs an agreement to 
carry out the exercises for ninety days. 
Mr. Tilson did not say how a group 
would proceed to get the right to or- 
ganize from Walter Camp, nor whether 
such permission was necessary. Fach 
member is given the following general 
instructions : . 

Clothing: All wear what you would 
ordinarily wear for walking.

The reichstag was divided on the motion of peace that had 
been elaborated by Scheidemann, Ebert, David, Von Payer, 
Erzberger, ste. Then William II. conferred with the 
chiefs of parties and the assemblage separated for two 
months. The game was played and the tritk taken. Ger- 
many had not its day but its week of fools. However, to 
conclude, we must explain how the pretorians will be able 
to adjudicate this domestic victory. 


It was not due exclusively to their authority, their per- 
sonal influence, to the luster which remains despite every- 
thing about militarism, that they gained their end. They 
maneuvered, they intrigued like common politicians with 
the power of certain financial groups which dominated a 
portion of the great press in the capital and elsewhere. 


They benefited first by the weakness of the opposing 
factions, the Catholics, Socialists, Progressives, who had 
never gone to the depths of their convictions but were al- 
ways ready to content themselves with partial concessions, 
provided their campaign appeared efficacious to their con- 
stituency, who were perhaps more exacting than them- 
selves. Then they perceived after the blow that they had 
been ridiculed, and a total resignation henceforth seemed 
to them the only possible attitude. 


The high command and their agents had blocked out the 
atvisions in which were the several parties inclined to- 
wards liberalism. Many National Liberal deputies had 
signed the motion for peace “ without conquest,” and since 
July 16 this motion had received 311 signatures. But the 
great industrial leaders who formed the National Liberal 
committees and furnished cannon and munitions for the 
war had their orders from Hindenburg and Stein and 
transmitted them to their parliamentary representatives; 
which explains the sudden reappearance of Bassermann, 
who had strength and time enough before disappearing 
forever from the, political scene to restore to pan-German- 
ism his friends. The center itself was far from unanimous. 
Its divergences of views (the Koeiner Volkszeitung strong- 
ly opposed the Germania) were ingeniously exploited, and 
the mass of the opposition, which should have carried all 
before it, was exhausted before the hour of battle. |

Discontent Grows Evident. | 3 
UT the most curious element in the situation was 
that above all the conservative and military party 
supported itself upon the particularism of the south, 
which was until-then firmest for reform and least trustful 
of pretorianism. The most plausible explanation is this: 
If the empire became parliamentarized the center would 
triumph; the assemblies of state and the governments of 
kingdoms and grand duchies would be reduced to play a 
ridiculous role; the encroachments of the confederate cab- 
inet would be such that the last vestiges of feudalism 
would be obliterated. Hertling, in the name of Bavaria, 
and Viztum, in the name of Saxony, protested to William 
II. against any constitutional modifications, and the de- 
bates which took place in Carisruhe and in Stuttgart 
attest to the solidarity of the ministers of central Ger-

To appreciate sanely this crisis in its evolution and in 
its consequences, not alone immediate but future, and even 
distant consequences, it is essential that we remember 
three points: First, it is the issue of the dissatisfaction of 
the mass, which finds the war too long, too costly, too full 
of approaching menace; the deputies who were led to at- 
tack the government were impelled to it by the masses 
(and this remark applies as well to Catholics as to Social- 
ists), who desired a rapid peace and the suppression of 
masked absolutism incompatible with the negotiation of 
such a peace; secondly, the domestic perturbation has 
been the most violent in Germany since 1914, and’ even 
since its unification; each assault that the chancellery has 
wiped out in the last eighteen months has been mors vig- 
oroug than the preceding one, and this one more puissant 
than all; thirdly, two tiers of voters have pronounced 
against an imperialist peace, against pan-Germanism, and 
against the formula of which Hindenburg is trustee; a 
third tier, the Socialist minority, has waived the motion of 
Scheidemann-Payer-Erzberger because it seemed to it am- 
biguous and made no statement of German responsibili- 
ties admitted and proclaimed by themselves. In reality 
less than one-fourth of the reichstag voted for the pro- 
gram of the high command. 

Here are three essential factors which I consider incon- 
testable. And after having presented them it seems to me 
unnecessary to point out that the victory of Hindenburg, 
Reventlow, and the country squires was a victory in the 
fashion of Pyrrhus as Thucydides has related it.

The fact remains, however, that the 
market is decidedly dull, despite the 
fairly good movement of the cheaper 
classes of property, and, in the opinion 
of experienced brokers and operators, 
there is little chance for improvement 
until the policy of the government with 
reference to the excess profits tax, as 
well as its general tax schedule and pro- 
posed price fixing program, is deter- 
mined, and until would-be builders be- 


of any pronounced cheapening in the 
cost of labor and materials for a con- 
siderable time at least. 

Many Projects Iield . 

The taxation question, and particu- 
larly the proposed excess profits tax, 
has become an especially disturbing fac- 
tor in connection with new manufactur- 
ing enterprises, and the uncertainty as 
to what the government’s final action is 
likely to be is holding up many impor- 
tant projects in this field, according to 


business men, those behind these dif- 
ferent projects want to know where 
they stand before they invest their 
money. 

It probably is true also that some 
hesitancy is caused in this field by a 
feeling of doubt as to what the effect of 
peace may be on the industrial interests 
ef this country. Predictions have been 
made that with the coming of peace the 
markets of. this country will be flooded 
with the manufactured products of the 
belligerent European nations, which 
have been laying aside for this day, and 
which, in their desire to secure much 


below any prices that could be made in 
* country. 
Few Share Views. 

‘This apprehension, however, is shared 
by a comparatively few people, for the 
reason it is generally realized that the 
creative energies of these nations have 
been centralized to a feverish extent on 
the manufacture of munitions and other 
war material, leaving little room for 
purely commercial products. For this 
reason it is believed that for a few 
years, at least until they have partly 
restored their ‘ante bellum industries, 
they will have to depend largely on this 
country for manufactured products, and 
particularly structural materials. 

There is no doubt as to the serious 
effect which the tremendous falling off 
in building operations is having on the 
market, and by some this is regarded 
as u far more serious evil than the other 
causes indicated. Buying for improve- 
ment is the only basis of a sustained 
and healthy market. and, accordingly, 
when building stops, the market is 
bound to experience a similar slowing 
up. Prospective builders have been de- 
terred by the excessively high cost of 
materials, and they are not disposed to 
plan for the future, for the reason that 
many of them believe that with the 
coming of peace there will come a big 
slump in the cost of both materials. and 
labor that will prove ruinous to the per- 
fon who builds under the present high 
cost of both. 

There is no doubt, however, that the 
opinion is growing that there is little 
prospect of any material reduction in 
this cost, even with the coming of an
